Two juries failed to agree upon a 


verdict in the noted i&jrjnotion case of 
Mra. Siphia Trontman vs. Edwin B. 
Gray, to recover possession of 200 acres 
of valuable land, sold by the lale Michael 
Trontman while he was alleged to be 
deranged to Gray at 820 an acre, entail- 
ing a financial loss to Trontman of nearly 
80,000. But this afternoon judge Veil 
t >nk the case in hand and decided the 
ouae 10 favor of the 
plaintiff, ordering 


thit the deed be set aside, and the decree 
fixmg the title ef the land in Mrs. 
Trontmarj, both sirles to pay the coats 
incurred, and Mr. Gray to receive the 
8:,000 he hud paiu over when the deed 
w IP mada 


This forenoon argument was heard on 


the motion made by the plaintiff's attor- 
neys that the court decide the case on 
the evidence heard without the interven- 
tion of a jury, and Attorneys Johns and 
Esuog spuke in support of the motion, at 
the same time quoting law to BQOW that 
really in snoh a case it is not necessary 
for the conn it chancery to submit the 
osee to a jury for a verdict. In any CUBE 
it was argned that a verdict is simply 
advisory and that the court has the 
power to &et the verdict aside which ID 
hie jadgmeut does not, render exact jus- 
tice. Tbe law qaoted cited a case exactly 
similar to the circumstances in tbe 
Troutman deal, and in that case the 
oonrt set aside the deed and restored the 
land to the family. Attorneys Mills and 
Baoliingham resisted the motion in brief 
addresses on behalf cf Mr. Gray. 


At tbe opening ot conrt this afternoon 


Ju'lge Viil read the law cited as to 
the duty and power 
of a conrt in 


ohnntiery, 
and 
after 
explanatory 


remarks, he said tbe court has the right 
ia such a case as the Troutman-Gray 
litigation, to submit the evidence to a 
jury or not as he sees fit. Hie Honor 
e'.tited that the evidence in this case had 
been heard by two juries. The first jury 
harJ been kept oat four da>e without 
coming *.o an agreement. It stood 7 to 
5 to favor of Gray, The second jury had 
been k»pt oat seven falldaje, and it bad 
failed to agree. At tirst it Blood G to C, 
nod at the las 11 to 1 in favor of Mrs. 
Troulman. The last jury bad failed 
to agree, and it

charged. All tbe jurymen ware good 
men and ought to have been able agree 
BB well (in any other twelve men. But, 
the truth abond it is, it is close question, 
whatever miy be said about it. Bnt 
tbe oonrt must look to the pnbho in- 
terests as wall 39 tbe interests of private 
parties. What, assurance ie there that 
there would be any agreement with five 
or BIX other jaries that might hear the 
evidence? A verdict either way would 
be an accident. It would simply be a 
toea up. The circumstances of the case 
do not require a chance verdict, and as 
the court understands the law, a verdict 
either way would simply be of an ad- 
visory character. 


The court has heard the evidence at 


tho trials which have been bad, and p>r- 
eonal'y tbe oonrt beli ivee that at the time 
Troatmnn made the deed to Grny he wafa 
controlled by nn i sane delusion. Therf- 
f >r« th« deed will be set aside; and.Hfi 
th» aojnsimeni of the costs is at the dis- 
cretion ot tho court, each Bide will pey 
the coets ii.onrred by each. Tbe oonrt 
hdded that he thought Mr. Gray made 
his defense in good faith, and tbat be 
had reasonable grounds for his effort to 
retain poeaeBt-ioo of the property.

LET OUT AT LAST. 


A Sick Man Causes tbe Discharge 


of the Troutman Jury. 


Ffom Tuesdav'i Daily 


Judge Vail called the jury in the 


Tioutman-Gray land case intocoari this 
morning at 9:05 o'clock, on learning that 
one of the jurymen, Fred. Hobbs, of 
Argenta, was flat of his back on a cot 
Biok with ihe flax. The illness of a juror 
in tbe case fnrniehed a legal cause for 
the prompt discharge ot the jury, and 
they were dismissed, being nnable to 
agree upon B verdict, 


In his remarks to the jury Judge Vail 


said, in substance: "Gentlemen, yon have 
been kept in confinement a good while; 
but I hava no apology to offur. Yon are 
as much a part of tbe oonrt ae the oonrt 
itself. You took an oath to hear tbe 
evidence and return' a verdict. You 
hove not returned a verdict, being nna- 
ble to agree, and in this yon failed m tbe 
fall discharge of your duties; and yet 
men, 
to a certain extent, go accord- 


ing to their convictions. 
The failure 


to 
render a vtrdiot 
in 
this case 


ie a great 
disappointment 
It has 


been a long trial of three weeks, and 
a mistrial is on outrage on all tne parties 
in a case. In 
cast) of 
difference of 


opinion in a case the jurymen ought, to 
go over and over all the points and come 
to an agreement. There is no dispute 
about 2 and 2 being 4 
All agree to 


that. I have, been unable to discharge 
you until cow, because there hss been no 
legal necessity for diemidBing you. Now 
snob a necessity exis B, as one of your 
number is sick, You are discharged." 


Instantly the jurymen who had been 


penned np for nearly eight days and 
nights left the court room and sought 
the olerk'a office where they secured their 
certificates tor 23 days service. 


At the last the jury stood eleven for 


the plaintiff and one for the defendant. 
R. T. AllinBOn was the jaryman who 
held ont to the laet. He believed Trout- 
man waa sane when be made the dred 
selling the land to Gray, and he WBB im- 
movable. 


Fred Hobbs was taken suddenly ill 


last evening with a bowel trouble, and 
was attendea by Dr. Tobey. The long 
confinement was too mnoh for Hobbs. 
He is a farmer and is accustomed to be 
out on his farm a good deal. When he 
left home hie wife and t»o children were 
ill. He hae riot heard from his family 
for nearly two weeks. Hobbs will leave 
Cor bis home this afternoon if possible. 


At;orney Johns, representing Mrs, 


I'rontman, entered a motion impounding 
tha deed and contract, and it was al- 
lowed. Thia menus thit the circuit clerk 
will retain possession of the documents 
named. 


It is not known yet what course Judge 


Vail will pursue in the case. He may 
decide the case, and let it go to the 
Supreme court 


There have been two jury trials, and 


each time th» jnry disagreed.

I SHOT By A YOUNG WOMAN, 


Tragedy at the Home of John 


Paeley, East of Mt. Zion. 


David Lambert Killed by His 


Sweetheart while Playing 


at Cards.

A shocking trauedy, the result ot a 


joke and tbe habit ot pointing supposedly 
unloaded revolvers at a person, occurred 
last night about 9:30 o'clock at the hi me 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Paeley, near 
Prairie Hal), four miles east of Mt. Z on. 
The victim of the piece nt folly was 
David Lambert, an exemplary yonng 
man 19 years of age, and the lover of 
Miss Maggie Truelook, who fired the re- 
volver end caused the death ot her be- 
trothed. 


It appears tbat Mr. Lambert an I Miss 


Trnelock had early. in the evening gone 
to Prairie Hall to attend a dance, bat as 
as there were only two or three couples 
there at tbe time, they left, saying they 
would return it mere yonng people 
came. They went to the A. R. Edwards 
farm, two miles west of Prairie Hall. 
John Pas ey and wife reside theie, Les- 
lie Belden and wife were at the houee 
whan Limbert and Mies Trnelook ay- 
rived. All were yonng people, and all 
nere good friends. The yonng oonple 
concluded after they had been in the 
house a short time that they would play 
auameof seven-up. Mr. Lambert bad 
a new eelf-cooking revolver with a long 
barrel which be bad trailed for on Mon- 
day. He pulled it out of his pookat and 
laid it on the table, stating it the same 
lime tbat the first one that quarreled 
about tbe game should shoot the other, 
all in a joke. There was a little girl sit- 
ting on the lap of one of the ladies, oloee 
to the table, and she reached forward to 
take bold of tba revolver. Finally Lam- 
bert picked up tbe revolver and said he 
would take the cartridges out if the 
child would persist in 
bundling the 


weapon-x He did so, and no donbl 
Lambert 
believed that he had re- 


moved all the cartridges when ha laid 
revolver back on the table. Just then 
there was a dispute about the play, com- 
menced by Lambert, and instantly Miss 
Trnelook picked up tbe revolver and 
pointing it at Lambert's head said in a 
joking way : "Dave, you remember what 
yon said about quarreling," and then she 
pulled the trigger. The revolver was 
discharged 
and 
tbe 38-calibre bullet 


went crashing into tbe brain of thi young 
man, over the left eye 
Lambert fell 


forwnrd with his bead on the table, while 
MIBB Truelook and the witnesses of the 
ead 
uffair 
wore 
for 
a 
few 


minutes 
paralyzed 
with 
grief 


and sorrow over the awfnl accident. 


Immediately after tbe shooting a rues 


senger went in hot, baste for Dr. I. E. 
May, of Mt. Zion, and he was in attend- 
ance RB soon as fast homes could cover 
the distance, but Mr. Lambert was past 
all medical aid and only uasped once 
after tbe arrival cf the physician. Hx 
was unconscious during the time he lived 
atter being shot, wnion was not long, and 
he probably never suffered any pain. 


Miaa Trualock as soon as she realized 


what she had done ran shrieking from 
the house, and was found running and 
screaming about in tbe yard. She was 
taken to her home, which is about one 
mile from Prairn Hall and about one 
mile and a half from the ojene of the 
a eident. where she was at tbe latest re- 
port, b)B'cnal and almost crazed over her 
terrible deed. 


Coroner Bendnre was rot.fi-d last 


night, and this morning be went to tbe 
Panley home to bold the inquest.

would take the loads oat bnt failed. 


Maggie Belden testified : They arrived 


about 9 o'clock: they BBC about, 15 min 
utes find oonoladad to play eaven-ap; 
Dave took the revolver from hie pockai 
and said h* would take the loads out; 
she banded the aevolver back to him and 
be said be took the loads oat, she looked 
at it and handed it back and said it was 
not BB nice as bis watofa; they pulled the 
chairs to the table and said they would 
play seven-ap. 


Davie made the remark, in a joking 


way, th«t the first fooled with tbe car .is 
should ehcot tbe otb <r; BO he waa the 
first to make any remarks. 3ae laughed 
ard said the firs'j that made any remark 
should get shot, so she picked the revol- 
ver np and said. "I'll sbojt yo'i;" scabs 
drew the trigger aud shot. At tha same 
tin.e the light went out. CUrrie took her 
baby from Matraie Penlock and started 
torun. We met M:s, Norabam and we 
came back in the hon-e. He WBB still 
Bittiog up in his chair, with his head 
banning down. Mrs. Nun-bam and John 
Norsbam placftd him on the e fa. They 
were sitting about six incbts apart.

Pasley and L. E. Mowrey, 
After bearing the evidence they returned 
this verdict:

dentally fired by Maggie Truelook.

Yet, in establishing it, they took 
no means to enforce it by giving warn- 
ing to incoming vessels. lie believed 
Dunham had done right, and that he 
would be indorsed by tbe administra- 
tion for stopping the arrogance of Da 
Gama,

say lie is a gallant officer, ever ready 
to resent an insult to the flag, but ex- 
ceedingly conservative, and not likely 
to do anything without considering it 
carefully, 
liesides, he had the exam- 


ple of Admiral Stantou before him, 
and that was enough to make him 
doubly discreet. 
It is the general 


opinion that Admiral Benham had am- 
ple grounds for bringing Da Gama to 
a sense of the dignity of the United 
States and its ability to take care of the 
interests of its citizens.

ELECTROLYSIS. 


A N»w Element at Destruction 


Introduced. 


Electrolysis Is denned as the act or 


process of 
chemical decomposition 


caused by the action of electricity or 
galvanism. The word is one of the 
many that has come into common use 
since electricity has played so im- 
portant a part in e very-day affairs. 
'This word, or rather what it stands 
for, is causing considerable trouble in 
Rochester, where it is decomposing gas 
and water pipes buried near the wires 
of the electric railroad. Nor is that 
the only city which has suffered in 
this respect. The electricity manufac* 
turod Ut thd dynamo passes through 
'the feed wives to tho trolley wires, 
thence down t!i« trolloy through tho 


(i;arinto the machinery, and soon out 


i to the rails ami wires fastened to them 
• |for what is called th» return current. 


iThe current from the dynamo of the 
jcar is carefully guarded by insulation 
in order that as little as possible may 
be lost. Having done its work, ;vbo.u1 
all that is atkeii of the balance of the 
wires is to establish the complete cir- 
cuit. Tho insulation of the ground 
wire not being so good, more or less ol 
the current passes off into tho earth, 
especially when it is moist. Gas or 
water pipes nre attractive as conduc- 
tors and if ia the neighborhood aro 
bound to secure some share of the 
subtle fluid, As long1 ago as 1833 it 
was discovered that tho earth could bo 
used as part of a circuit to cnrry elec- 
tric currents, and until the introduc- 
tion of electric cars tho earth was al- 
most wholly depended upon for tha 
return current required by telephone 
and telegraph apparatus. Now the best 
telephone circuits have carefully in- 
sulated wires for the return current. 
The interference with the telegraph ia 
much leds than with the telephone 
.Irorn this cause. Wheu electricity 
.passes through moist earth it causes 
the decomposition of the water and 
the formation of oxygen and hydrogen 
gases. The oxygen reaching1 metalllo 
pipes causes oxidation and ultimate 
destruction. The time required Is, ot 
course, wholly dependent upon the 
conditions, such as the volume of tha 
current, the size of the conductor and 
the amount of oxygen liberated. Thus 
the application o! advanced science in 
svery day practice brings with it new- 
problems to be solved and new difficul- 
ties to be obviated, just as new diseases 
demand new remedies. — Utica Press 


f reaka of Rainfall In Oregon. 


It will be a surprise to many of the 


people of Portland to learn that tho 
average annual rainfall iii the vicinity 
of Neah bay, Washington, is about one 
hundred inches. It will be an equal 
surprise that the average annual pre- 
cipitation at Pasco, in Washington, a 
little more than two hundred miles 
north, of Neali bay, does not exceed ten 
inches. 
The heavy rainfall of tha 


states of Oregon and Washington oc- 
curs only at the points Immediately on 
the coast. Astoria gets 75.40 inches of 
rain a year, whila at Portland, a little 
more than one hundred mil&a inland, 
the annual precipitation is only 49.84 
inches. The annual precipitation at 
Portland is, but three inches in excess 
of the annual precipitation at lioston, 
and less than four inches more than 
the annual rainfall at New York, whila 
it is less by nearly thirteen inches than 
the amount of rain that falls every year 
at New Orleans. At Abhland, in south- 
ern Oregon, only twonty-two inches of 
rain falls a year.—Portland Ore.sronian.
